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"No Code" Recommendation 
Reported by Stu Meyer - W2GHK 


The Volunteer Examiner Committee 
(VEC) held its 1990 Annual Conference 
on Friday June 15 at Gettysburg, PA, and 
agreed to file comments with the FCC on 
Docket 90-55 ("No Code") as indicated 
below. 


Remember, this is only a report on the 
above referenced Conference and does not 
necessarily reflect the opinions of the 
Auto-Call magazine or the Foundation 
For Amateur Radio. This is the position 
adopted at the conference of the Volun- 
teer Examiner Committee and represents 
the opinion of only one of the groups who 
are expected to file comments with the 
FCC. Some questions do not appear to be 
totally resolved at this time and the VEC 
could still change its mind on one or more 
of the items before the filing date. 

The VEC is a highly qualified group 
and the recommendations adopted at the 
conference were in accordance with the 
mandate from the FCC that the total 
number of license class levels must be the 
same as now exists. 


(a) The Novice license, in its present 
form, must be retained. 


(b) The Volunteer Examiner system will 
test Novice applicants - whether or 
not they are able to receive any 
reimbursement. 


(c) The proposed Communicator class of 
license should have phone privileges 
on 2- and 6-meters so they may be 
able to mix with the mainstream of 
Amateur Radio. 


(d) The Novice and Communicator class 
licenses will provide two paths of 
entry into Amateur Radio. Either 
class can move up to the Technician 
class by being tested with the 
appropriate elements. 

The Technician class of license 
must be maintained.

FCC’s John Johnston has "...advised 
all VECs that 49,992 new and upgraded 
amateur radio (Form 610) applications 
were processed by the FCC in fiscal year

In responding to his inquiry, FCC 


Private Radio Bureau Chief, Ralph Haller 


wrote Senator Ted Stevens that "...the 
Commission has taken no action that 
would affect the ability of mariners, or 
anyone else, to use amateur stations 
interconnected with the public telephone 
system (phone patching) to make 
telephone calls. In fact, he said, the Rules 
concerning international third party 
traffic have recently been relaxed to 
permit messages to amateurs in countries 
where third party traffic is normally not 
allowed." (W5YI Report, 05/15/90). 


At the Dayton, Ohio ham convention 
FCC Forum, FCC personnel "...drove 
home the point...that too many hams are 
filing too many petitions for the resources 
available. "It was obvious that some of the 
petitions are repetitive or ill-researched 
and are unlikely to be granted, yet staff 
time is still required to study their 
implications and issue a decision. 
"Amateurs still call and write asking for 


special call signs, even though the FCC 


has granted no special calls in 12 years. 
(W5YI Report, 05/15/90). 


Robert Fizzell - W6UCB of Beaty, 


Oregon and Richard Young - W6UGH of 
Los Angeles were each fined $1,000 for 
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"Had the 20,047 - 


willful interference with Amateur 
communications. The investigation was 
prompted by complaints about repeated 
jamming on 40 meters. FCC monitors 
observed that Fizzell and Young 
"consistently operated adjacent to the 
operations of other Amateurs and within 
the bandpass of state of the art receivers.” 
Apparently, when the affected Amateurs 
changed frequency, Fizzell and Young 
followed to operate adjacent to them 
again. (W5YI Report, 05/15/90) 


While noting that "various 
governmental agencies" still have fixed 
services in the 902 MHz band, FCC polled 
those agencies and found that Amateur 


operations in certain portions of the band 


would not be detrimental. Thus, effective 
July 1, 1990, FCC has waived Section 


2106 Footnote US267 and _ Section 
97.303(g)(1). of its Rules to permit 
Amateurs in the restricted area to 


transmit in the following segments: 902.0- 
902.4, 902.6-904.3 904.7-925.3, 925.7- 
927.3, and 927.7-928.0 MHz. The order 
stipulates that Amateurs "must not cause 
harmful interference to, and will receive 
no protection from, any interference due 
to’ the operation of industrial, scientific 
and medical devices (ISM), automatic 
vehicle monitoring systems or 
Government stations authorized to 
operate in this band. Government users of 
902-928 MHz will, according to the FCC 
Order, eventually move to new fixed 
service bands, at which time the 
Commission will "consider removing the 
area restriction on amateur stations 
entirely." 


There is some good news to report in 
ARRL's effort to get the FCC to pre-empt 
local. and state laws that prevent 
Amateurs from having radio receivers. 
Harassment and arrest of Amateurs and 
confiscation of ham equipment in some 
states prompted the ARRL to file a 
Request for Declaratory Ruling.

(e) The General class license will be the next step up, and will require 
the present testing elements - including the 13 wpm code proficiency 
test. 

(f) The Advanced class of license should be eliminated and no future 


testing for this class will be provided. Those now holding the 
Advanced class license, however, will be "grandfathered" and may 
continue to renew their license: 


(g) The Extra class examination will remain "as is" and will continue to 
require the 20 wpm code test. 
(h) No existing licensee, regardless of class, will lose any privileges. 


At the time of this writing, it is not clear if the grandfathered Advanced class 
would get the privileges of the Extra class or if the General class would get the 
privileges of the present Advanced class. There was a strong sentiment in favor of 
keeping all code speed requirements at the present level. 


[Editor’s comments: The FCC has mandated that any new license must avoid any 
negative effect upon current licensees, upon the work of the volunteer examiners, or 
upon the Commission’s workload or resources. "To preclude any impact on our 
resources, it is imperative that our existing computer-aided application processing 
system be utilized "as is."]

This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL 


LETTER and other reports. 


BOARD TO HONE CODELESS 

LICENSE STANCE. League officials 
met recently to consider the ARRL posi- 
tion on proposed changes to the Amateur 
Radio licensing structure. The 


"strawman" committee, appointed by Pres-. 


ident Larry Price, W4RA, on recommen- 
dation of the Executive Committee, was 
charged with weighing the league’s 
position in light of the FCC’s Notice of 
Proposed Rule Making on the subject (for 
the full text of PR 90-55 see April QST 
page 38). 


The League’s board of directors. now 
actively seeks input from all interested 
members. The board will consider this 
input, as well as the recommendations of 
the April 21 working group, to formulate 
a position. 


The "strawman" committee consisted of 
five directors, First Vice President George 
Wilson III, W4OYI, and Executive Vice 
President David Sumner, K1ZZ. Among 
their recommendations to the board: 

* Reaffirmation that the Novice class 
license as a route of entry into Amateur 
Radio is absolutely essential. 

* Support for the incorporation of 
Novice testing into the accredited Volun- 
teer Examiner system. This would permit 
examination elements earned in obtaining 
a Novice license to be used for credit 
toward upgrading, without retesting. 

* Pursuing rules changes to permit 
VECs to recoup examination expenses for 
Novice exams, provided that no fees are 
charged for any applicant under age 16. 

* Retention of the Technician class 
license as a distinct class of amateur 
license, and its continued availability to 
new applicants. 

* Clarification of the League’s position 
with regard to Element 3A: that the exist- 
ing Element 3A should be expanded by 
five questions (i.e., the pool should be

expanded by 50 questions). Requirements 
for the Novice, Communicator, and Tech- 
nician licenses would be as follows: 


Novice: Elements 1A (5-WPM code) 
and 2 (30-question written); 


Communicator: Elements 2 and 3A 
(30-question written); 


Technician: Elements 1A, 2, and 3A; 


Upgrading from Novice to Technician 
would require passing Element 3A; 


Upgrading from Communicator to 
Tech, would require passing Element 1A; 


* Certificates of Successful Completion 
should be issued to candidates who pass 
either Element 1A or Element 2 without 
qualifying for a license by passing another 
element; 

* Frequency privileges for 
Communicators should be as proposed in 
RM-6995 (the League’s original codeless 
license proposal). The FCC proposal of a 
200-watt PEP output power limit for 
Communicators was acceptable to the 
working ‘group. However, since the only 
difference between Communicator and 
Technician qualifications is the 5-WPM 
code test, the Committee could find no 
rationale for denying Communicators 
control operator privileges for repeater 
and auxiliary stations. Therefore, the 
Committee recommended the Board recon- 
sider its position on this matter; 

* Technician licensees who have credit 
for Element 3B by virtue of having taken 
the old, 50-question Element 3 examina- 
tion should retain this credit (permitting 
them to upgrade to General upon passing 
just the Element 1B 13-WPM code test); 

-* Jn all other respects, the committee 
recommended there be no departures from 
the ARRL position as adopted in RM- 
6995. The recommendations of the 
committee are just that -- recommen- 
dations. (Continued) 
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HAM RADIO MAGAZINE SOLD. Ham 
Radio magazine and its associated Ham 
Radio Bookstore have been sold to CQ 
Communications Inc., publishers of CQ 
magazine. The announcement was made 
at the Dayton Convention by T.H. "Skip" 
Tenney, W1NLB, publisher of Ham Radio, 
and Dick Ross, K2MGA, publisher of CQ 
magazine. 


The June issue of Ham Radio will be its 
last; existing subscriptions to Ham Radio 
will be fulfilled by CQ. 


Moving to CQ Communications are J. 
Craig Clark, NX1G, now assistant pub- 
lisher at Ham Radio, and Terry Northrup, 
KAISTC, its editor. Clark, according to a 
joint press release, will be involved in 
projects including "the development of the 
_ Bookstore operation.” Northrup will be a 
book editor. 


The effects of this buy-out could be far 
reaching. For instance, the editorial 
makeup of the three remaining major 
Amateur Radio magazines could change, 
as writers scramble for new outlets and 
the magazines themselves ponder what - 
if any - editorial gap has been left by the 
demise of Ham Radio. 


And advertisers, with one less 
magazine to buy space in each month, will 
have new options in the apportioning of 
their advertising budgets. 


CONFERENCE TACKLES WARC 
TOPICS. The International Amateur 
Radio Union moved one step closer to 
presenting a united front for WARC-92 at 
its Region 1 meeting in Torremolinos, 
Spain last month. Some 180 delegates 
from more than 40 countries adopted 
objectives consistent with those alReacty 
approved by Regions 2 and 3. 


The conference was observed by South- 
eastern Division Director Frank Butler, 
W4RH, and Executive Vice President 
David Sumner, K1ZZ. Region 1-comprises 
Europe, Africa, the Middle East, and the 
USSR, so ARRL is not a member of this 
regional organization.

Dr Pekka Tarjanne, Secretary-General 
of the International Telecommunications 
Union, officially opened the conference. 


Annual dues for Region 1 members 
were increased about 30 percent, for a 
special fund for the promotion of Amateur 
Radio in developing countries and in light 
of the upcoming World Administrative 
Radio Conference in 1992. The next 
Region 1 Conference will be in 1993. 


Sumner noted that "The formal actions 
of a conference are less important than 
the informal ties -- developed and streng- 
thened during the course of the week. 
For me, discussions with the Eastern 
European delegates at this special time in 
history were the most meaningful and 
memorable. 


"For some of the delegates, newly 
elected to their offices in recently demo- 
cratized national organizations, traveling 
in the West was a completely new 
experience. 

"Also new to them is the challenge of 
earning the continued support of 
amateurs in their countries who are no 
longer required, as a condition of licens- 
ing, to belong to the national 


organization. In most cases, membership © 


is now optional; competing organizations 
are no longer prohibited; and government 
subsidies which used to fund paid staffs 
and overseas travel for approved inter- 
national events no longer exist. £6 


"Despite these hurdles, the promise of. a 
better future provides the basis for great 
optimism," Sumner said. 


IARU UNVEILS NEWSLETTER. To 
keep member societies abreast of prepara- 


tions for WARC-92, the International 


Amateur Radio Union has published its 
first issue of WARC COUNTDOWN. 


"WARC COUNTDOWN," editor K1ZZ 
writes in the inaugural issue, "will 
provide...a way to communicate news and 
exchange information essential to our 
worldwide preparations for this important 
conference." (Continued)

The first issue of the newsletter, which 
is slated for monthly publication and will 
go to every IARU member society, 
describes just what a World 
Administrative Radio Conference is. It 
explains how most WARCs are specialized, 
dealing with the internal regulations of a 
single radio service or a limited frequency 
range or geographical area. 


General WARCs have much broader 
authority, the newsletter says. 
Radio, after 15 years of preparation for 
the last general WARC, in 1979, "was 
able, against great odds, to gain three new 
HF bands, improved status on 160, new 
satellite allocations, and (to retain) most 
of UHF." 


WARC COUNTDOWN describes the 
origins of WARC-92; Some countries took 
exception to HF broadcast results at 
WARC-79, especially in the 2-9 MHz 
range. An HF BC WARC in 1987 recom- 
mended asking ITU to consider "...the 
possibility of extending the HF frequency 
spectrum allocated exclusively to the 
broadcasting service" at a future WARC. 
This issue and some other allocations 
issues brought about WARC 92. 


While Amateur Radio had 15 years to 
prepare for WARC-79, less than two years 
remain until WARC-92. Yet, the news- 
letter says, "IARU has kept at a higher 
level of readiness...the regional 
organizations and the Administrative 
Council have been developing contingency 
plans since at least 1985. 


"In the months to come,” WARC 
COUNTDOWN concludes, "we will be 
asking for your full support of the WARC- 
92 effort. Please respond as if the future 
of Amateur Radio depended on it. It does." 


DAYTON HAMVENTION. For the first 
time in its 39-year history the Dayton 
HamVention has named an ARRL official 
_ its Amateur of the Year. The award, 
made Saturday, April 28 at the Ham- 
Vention banquet, went to ARRL Hudson 
Division Director Steve Mendelsohn, 
WA2DHF, for his’ "long and dedicated 
career of service to the Amateur Radio 
community." 
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Amateur | 


Mendelsohn was cited for his work in 
repeater coordination (he is past director 
of the Tri-State Repeater Council), direct- 
ing communications for the New York 
City Marathon, and public service. He is 
the author of a 42-page guidebook to 
public service communications. | 


"In 1976," Mendelsohn related in his 
acceptance speech, "a man named Fred 
Lebow, President of the New York Road 
Runners Club, asked to speak to the 
(Repeater) Council. He was going to run 
a marathon through the streets of New 
York City and just needed ’a few’ hams to 
help provide safety communications. 


"T thought to myself that the guy was 
nuts...(then) I found I had been volun- 
teered to lead this communications effort," 
Mendelsohn told the HamVention 
banquet crowd. "I quit on the spot and 
they would not accept my resignation. 
That’s how I came to be associated with 
volunteers." 

Mendelsohn, a career employee of the 
CBS Radio Network division of CBS, 
nearly did not make it to the HamVention 
to accept his award. He was called to 
Weisbaden, West Germany, the week 
before, to help cover the release of US 
hostage Robert Polhill. 


After remaining in Germany for several 
days, awaiting possible additional releases, 
Mendelsohn returned to his home in New 
Jersey on Thursday, then caught a Friday 
morning flight to Dayton! 


OTHERS HONORED AT HAM- 
VENTION. The 1990 HamVention’s 
Special Achievement Award went to Paul 
M. Thompson, KCOVG, for his profes- 
sional work in encouraging students to 
pursue Amateur Radio as a "career aware- 
ness opportunity in electronics and 
communications." 


Thompson, a botanist and director of 
the Blue Springs Campus of the Longview 
(MO) Community College, encouraged 
area hams and businessmen to fund the 
Blue Springs Amateur Radio Club. This 
was followed, in the spring of 1989, by a 
formal course: Electronic Engineering 
Technology 122--Amateur Radio.

Eleven students enrolled, and Amateur 
Radio became a part of the college 
curriculum. 


Recipient of the HamVention Technical 
Excellence Award Bob McGuier, N4HY, is 
a member of the original team who 
pioneered the Microsat series of OSCAR 
satellites in late 1987. McGwier, author 
of the well-known Qwiktrak satellite 
tracking software, also has co-written 
several QST articles as well as papers 
presented at ARRL Computer Networking 
Conferences. 


McGwier currently is assistant vice 
president of engineering for AMSAT and 
is a former member of the board of direct- 
ors of TAPR. 


MILSAP WOWS HAMVENTION 
BANQUET. Ronnie Milsap, WB4KCG, is 
a real ham. First licensed as KN4NYZ in 
the 1950s, today he is WB4KCG and’ has 
been a contemporary music star for two 


decades. 1300 Hamvention banquet-goers | 


sat spellbound as Milsap, the featured 
speaker, talked about his life, and about 
his hamming. 


WB4KCG was born totally blind, into 
the family of a sawmill worker in North 
Carolina. By the age of seven he was 
immersed in a rigorous program of clas- 
sical music training in a. special school. 
From these humble beginnings, he has 
recorded more than 30 number one sing- 
les, several gold and platinum albums, has 
six Grammys under his belt, and has 
received the Country Music Association’s 
Entertainer of the Year award. 


Milsap today lives in Nashville, enter- 
taining himself with computers and 
Amateur Radio, between shows that keep 
him traveling more than 200 days a year. 
He is especially interested in antique 
radios and tapes of old-time radio shows. 


WB4KCG has raised thousands of 
dollars for scholarships to blind students 
and for eye research. 


His autobiography, "Almost Like a 
Song,” is due in bookstores next week.

The committee favors having highly 
motivated DX clubs provide the remote 
checking of QSLs, with stringent 
requirements for appointment. Field 
checking could be limited to a short list of 
"more common countries," to avoid ques- 
tions of accreditation. 


The MSC discussions were directed by - 
the ARRL Board at its January, 1990 
meeting, and will continue.

HURRICANE SEASON IN FULL SWING 
(Compiled from U.S. Dept. of Commerce News) 


The 1990 hurricane season opens with concern that the 1988 and 1989 Atlantic 
hurricane seasons are precursors of the 1990 season which began June 1st and ends 
November 30th. 


Dr. Robert Sheets, Director of the National Hurricane Center of the National 
Weather Service at Coral Gables, Florida, stated "We have been through a comparative 
lull in hurricane activity in Florida during the past two dacades, with a similar lull for 
East Coast storms until Hurricane Hugo. If Hugo is an indicator of things to come, as 
research at Colorado State University indicates, we may see a return to a period of © 
hurricane activity similar to the 1940’s and 1950’s, when powerful and destructive 
storms regularly struck Florida and the East Coast.” (Continued)

While damage caused by Hurricane Hugo was extensive, a low number of casualties 
showed that lives can be saved. Proper planning for new coastal development is needed 
to reduce future property damage. 


In South Carolina, evacuation planning based on FEMA’s guidelines is credited with 
saving many lives during Hurricane Hugo. (Extensive coverage by the media of 
Hurricane Hugo in the Carribean brought a level of storm awareness to the public 
never seen previously adding to the public’s acceptance of evacuation plans. -N3ESR) 


Two geostationary (GOES) weather satellites normally are positioned over the 
Equator to provide a broad view of the United States, its coastal waters, and the Pacific 
and Atlantic breeding grounds for winter storms and hurricanes. At present, due to loss 
of spacecraft in 1986 and the subsequent failure of an orbiting satellite, one GOES is 
fully operational. 


NOAA’s solo stellite, GOES 7, is enroute to its hurricane season location at 98 
degrees west longitude, which it is scheduled to reach on August 2nd, well before the 
most active weeks of the season. It is being moved 10 degrees east to extend its view 
closer to the hurricane breeding grounds off the coast of Africa.

FLASH -- July DXpedition to Rare Oblast’ in Soviet Georgia 


From 1 to 15 July 1990, K1ZZI, KP4DQ, WF2S, AA6PY and 12 Soviet amateurs will 
participate in a joint Soviet-American DXpedition organized by RW6AC. They expect to 
operate with the portable indicator UF7V along the coast of the Black Sea and from the 
Caucasus mountains. The "F-V" identifier embedded in UF7V corresponds to the 
Abkhazskaya Autonomous Soviet Socialist Republic, which is "Oblast" No. 013; the 
Abkhazskaya ASSR lies within the Georgian Soviet Socialist Republic (identifier F-F, 
"Oblast’" 012), which is one of the 15 SSRs that comprise the USSR. QSL to KP4DQ.

The March! issue for 1983 described two radiowomen, Yelena [Helen] Pavlovna 
Molozhayeva, and her daughter Lyudmila Mikhaylovna Fedorova. Yelena Molozhayeva 
is now retired. Lyudmila is working as a radiowoman in the Ministry of 
Communication of the USSR; she also writes poetry and songs and plays the guitar. 
When her husband, well-known radioamateur-shortwaver and polar radioman Nikolay 
Nikolayevich Fedorov, UASWFN, ex-UAOBAY, returned to Kursk from working in the 
North, she became licensed as UASWFM. In two years, she’s had 10000 contacts with 
180 countries and territories of the world. She belongs to the High Speed Club and to 
the Soviet QRQ Club. Their daughter, Yelena, UA3-135-813, is learning Morse.

Why are there so few women among the thousands of amateurs I work from our 
country? Everyone understands that women as a rule have very little free time to go to 
a radio club. But home operation is something else; you can always find two or three 
hours in a day. But where can you get equipment?

“FRIENDSHIP”? RADIOGAMES AT KHABAROVSK™

The ancient Far East city of Khabarovsk’ is twinned with Niigata, Japan, and 
Portland, Oregon, USA. The idea of conducting International Radiosport Games 
between these cities originated two years ago. 


The American and Japanese guests arrived on the same flight from Japan the 
evening of 22 September 1989. The American team consisted of Kevin Hunt, WA7VTD, 
a lawyer; Dick Fredrickson, WAODIM, a psychiatrist; David Wright, N7NYO 
[Sic; N7MYO], a mechanical engineer and fisherman; Rene Berblinger, KX7Z, a 
professional musician and guitarist; John White, K7RUN, a communications engineer 
and communications coordinator of the Oregon Chapter of the American Red Cross 
Society. John was accompanied by his wife Rose and their nine-year-old daughter 
Elizabeth. The Japanese team consisted of Yesiko Yamagami, JO1LCB, a nurse, and 
Zenichi Oba, JN1JPX, a technical translator who speaks Russian. 


Aleksandr Turkin, UWOCR, won the speed-transmission-of-texts event with a 
straight key. . 


- Next morning, the participants decided unanimously to go ahead with the "fox-hunt" 
event despite a solid downpour. Before the start, John White calmly and methodically 
examined all of the knobs and switches of his receiver, unhurriedly went out on the 
trail, and ... took first place. Little Elizabeth was so happy for her papa! Yesiko also 
performed well. At the finish line, she was surpised to get warm birthday greetings and 
burst into tears. 


After lunch, the teams split up and went off to separate stations to conduct 
shortwave radio contacts. The Americans drew collective station RZOCZZ of the pioneer 
camp "Dubki"; the Niigata team drew UZOCWW of the Khabarovsk Railroad- 
Transportation Technical School; the Soviet team, headed by Yevgeniy Stavitskiy, 
UWOCA, Chairman of the local FRS and the spirit and organizer behind the Games, 
drew UZOCWC of the Khabarovsk Pedagogical School. 


At exactly 1600 local time, the competitions started. The Japanese team, starting off 
on 15m, quickly took the lead, logged Japanese stations almost exclusively, and didn’t 
let up til the very end of the four-hour competitions; it took first place and Yesiko 
Yamagami won in the individual scoring. 


Future games and joint expeditions were discussed. "Now we know," said John 
White, "what your ’secret weapon’ is. It’s friendliness and sincerity!" :

Taking up the summer, 1982, voyages 
of the United States Line’s S/S 
AMERICAN ARGOSY/KFCX on arrival at 
the Boston Pilot Station inbound from 
North Europe ports - it was a typical 
summer day, beginning with fog, then 
lifting to haze, and clearing by mid- 
morning. Twisting and turning up the 
channel to the container terminal 
required an hour or more and Sparks 
spent this time taking in the sights and 
working several Amateurs on 2-meter 
repeaters in the area. Ashore, the 
nearly-overwhelming variety of historical 
sites, objects, etc., made it difficult to 
plan a single half-day excursion! One 
should have at least one week to even 
"skim" the possibilities. So, after just a 
glimpse at history, a pleasant seafood 
lunch at one of the old landmark eateries, 
it was time to board ship and proceed 
with "pre-departure tests” of all radar and 


- communications gear. By five PM we had 


dropped the pilot and shaped course for 


the Cape Cod Canal on an overnight run 


to New York. This is always a pleasant 


"excursion" and anyone interested in 


short-term voyaging should investigate 
the possibilities, as there are no doubt 
"tour boats" making the slightly shorter 
run from Boston to Providence, RI during 
the summer months. 


The "arrival watch" beginning at 
0500L on 16 June started with an XXX 
emergency broadcast from the USCG- 
MIAMI/NMA on 500kHz. XXX is the 
internationally recognized "Safety Signal" 
second only to the "Distress Signal" SOS 
in priority. In this case, the message 
was brief and to the point: XXX NMA 
TANKER OGDEN WILLAMETTE 34 
POB SINKING 17-17.5N 075-41.5W 
BEING ASSISTED. QUM 160923Z/NMA. 
The "QUM'" signifying that normal radio- 
telegraph traffic could be resumed on the 
500kHz distress and calling frequency, 
and that the situation was under control 
with no further action required by those 
outside the immediate scene of action. 
The writer has no additional information 
pertaining to this sinking, however, full 
particulars may be obtained from the 
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Coast Guard in the form of a detailed 
Accident Investigation Report. These 
reports usually make for very interesting 
reading! 


Ashore in New York City after 
Customs, Immigration, Pay-off, your’s 


truly made a bee-line for the Staten 


Island ferry and the Southport Maritime 
Museum which was undergoing a rapid 
expansion. A most interesting day indeed! 
A first rate lunch was taken in one of the 
many (at that time) small "eateries" in the 
immediate neighborhood which still . 
retained the old-time “flavor" and 
authentic decor. One wonders if any of 
them still exist - or if "fast-food" has taken 
over... A thunderous downpour in the 
afternoon initiated a strategic withdrawal 
to the mecca known as the SEAMAN’S 
CHURCH INSTITUTE in lower 
Manhattan - a haven for merchant sea- 
men from all over the world for well over 
100 years. Since Sparks was not required 
aboard until late the next afternoon, the 
remainder of the day was spent relaxing 
at the "SCI" complex. Yarning with new- 
found friends at the lounge, a fine dinner 
"aboard", musical entertainment in the 
evening, and a private room for a night of 
uninterrupted snoozin’ all at just a small 
fraction of what the cost would have been 
on the "outside". Sadly, the facility was 
later moved - taking a bit of history away 
from the area, all in the name of 
"progress"... 


Highlight of the next day was an 
extended visit to Governor’s Island and 
the United States Coast Guard’s Rescue 
Coordination Center. For any visitor to 
the area who has any interest whatsoever 
in the sea, this is a "must"! Both the pro- 
fessional seagoer - licensed or unlicensed, 
and the educated lay-person will gain 
much by taking advantage of this no-cost 
"tour". As “icing on the cake” there is even 
a ferry-boat ride on frequent schedule, 
providing a breathtaking view of lower 
Manhattan’s skyscrapers, East River and 
the "Stapleton Anchorage Area’, usually 
filled with several deeply laden tankers 
lightering-off part of their cargo. As part

and parcel of the "RCC", the Automated 
Merchant Vessel Reporting System 
(AMVER) coordination center is co-located 
in the same complex. Since a detailed 
briefing on-site is part of the "tour’, 
no further comment or explanation will be 
offered here. Again the writer urges all 
who visit the Big Apple to plan to see this 
place! 


After taking on a full load of con- 
tainers at the Howland Hook terminal on 
Staten Island, we proceeded down-channel 
to the "point of departure” - the Pilot 
Station at the Ambrose Light Structure. 
This stilt-supported facility with a helo 
pad, "lighthouse", radar/comm and 
computer equipment replaced the old 
"Ambrose Light" lightship a number of 
years ago. Again, some of the romance 
and nostalgia of the sea was taken away 
from us... in the name of Progress. 
Immediately after the pilot went away in 
the launch, we "Took Departure” which is 
the legal and navigational beginning of 
the deep-water passage, as opposed to 
"harbor/river/inshore navigation’. 
Messages were generated, and quickly 
transmitted to Amagansettradio/WSL via 
radiotelegraph on 425kHz. This was the 
old ITT/Mackay Coast Station, closed a 
number of years ago - another landmark 
in maritime communications gone in the 
name of Progress. 


This voyage included short calls at 
Jacksonville, Savannah, Charleston prior 
to "crossing the pond" to Rotterdam, 
Felixstowe, LeHavre and return to New 
York via Boston. A more/less routine 
voyage so just a few highlights will be 
mentioned. Coastwise we were plagued by 
persistent leaks in the sterntube propeller 
shaft bearing, requiring the services of 
SCUBA divers on two.occasions. On the 
27th of June we were called by the S/S 
SEALAND ECONOMY/WNDJ on 500kHz 
and exchanged position reports. Later in 
the day we received another call, this in 
the form of-a radiotelegraph note from 
the Master of the Economy - passing his 
regards to your’s truly. We had sailed 
together on a similar run the previous 
winter. Sparks turned out to be, like the 
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writer, an ex-FAA man, with mutual 
friends and similar experiences! Small 
world, eh? Early on the morning of the 
28th the auto-alarm bell sounded off right 
over my bunk! Awake instantly and in the 
radioshack within less than one minute to 
hear: M/V DIEGO/SWGA TAKING 
WATER 4200N 0928W. The Spanish coast 
station EAF was in contact with the 
vessel and several ships were in the 
vicinity, two at the scene: the Italian 


vessel ARNUS/IMGL and the Frenchman 


PRESIDENT DELCOURT/FNBB. At 
0226GMT all the crew were reported safe 
and in good condition aboard the 
Delcourt, proceeding Bayonne, FR. EAF 
sent an advisory broadcast shortly later 
reporting the M/V Diego sunk at 
0203GMT. "QUM DE EAF" followed at 
0248GMT and your’s truly hit the bunk 
again after providing the mate on watch 
with full particulars. 


Personal highlights of this voyage 
were visits to Delft, Holland, to Ipswich, 
England and LeHavre, France - sight- 
seeing and enjoying the local culinary 
delights! LeHavre is somewhat unique in 
that the port is largely in fresh water, 
behind a series of locks. This is mainly 
due to the extreme tidal range encoun- 
tered here which is a major hindrance to 
cargo handling. In the "lake" however, 
there is of course no tidal variation and 
the operation is thus very efficient. 


The westbound voyage was without 
incident, except that the ship’s electrician 
failed to join the vessel prior to departure 
LeHavre. Since he filled a "non essential" 
position, we were able to proceed without 
him. He rejoined on arrival Boston, which 
was very much out of the ordinary - as 
on-the-spot firing is the usual action 
taken for missing the ship! "Sparks" on 
the other hand, is in the "essential" 


category. By international agreement, a — 


merchant vessel, at that time, could not 
proceed on an ocean voyage without a 
certified radio officer aboard. Recently 
however, in the name of “Progress’, 
certain exceptions have been made for 
"coastwise voyages’... ; 

"Tune in" later for further "voyaging"

Ham of the Month 
Alan Fener - NSEHD 


It is without a moment’s hesitation that I nominate Alan Fener - N3EHD for the 
Foundation’s Ham of the Month. Alan has many virtues and accomplishments, but 
there is one area in which he has no peer, namely, in his refreshing and energetic 
enthusiasm for the Amateur Radio service. 


Alan is an active member of the Montgomery Amateur Radio Club (MARC), and has 
served in various officerships and committee chairs over the years. He is a regular 
contributor to the MARC newsletter. His articles are both humorous and informative, 
and they usually have the not-so-hidden agenda of encouraging the 2-meter bound to 
get involved in fun-filled HF activities such as contesting, DX chasing, antenna 
experimenting, etc. Along with Jeff - KZ3F, Alan has made one of his MARC pet 
projects the operation of a special event station in conjunction with the annual 
Gaithersburg (MD) Olde Towne Day. This has proven to be a great vehicle for 
introducing the public to Amateur Radio, and has also netted several registrants for 
MARC’s novice classes. 


- Tt seems that no ham related opportunity ever escapes Alan’s notice. During the 
recent "We the People" WAS program commemorating the 200th anniversary of the U.S. 
Constitution, most of us were merely plotting a strategy for working all states in the 
allotted time or perhaps working special "200" club calls in all 50 states. These goals 
were the least of Alan’s worries. He was on the phone to the ARRL and the FCC 
obtaining a special "200" call sign on behalf of the Maryland Apple Dumpling Radio 
Amateur. Society, a club he helped to start. The result: N200EHD was active from 
Delaware and Maryland, and it was the only "200" station activated in Washington, D.C. 


Alan has a sixth sense for how to show off ham radio at its fun-filled best. Among 
the many things I discovered he and I have in common, one is serving as leaders of our 
sons’ respective club scout dens. Last year when the "Jamboree on the Air" was 
announced, I planned to invite my den over to the shack for about an hour to show 
them the set-up, describe ham radio, and, hopefully, work a few scout stations. N3EHD 
was aghast at my lack of imagination. He maintained that scouting had to do with 
being outdoors, doing things like climbing trees and stringing wire antennas. At Alan’s 
urging, I expanded my plans to include an entire afternoon at a local park with my 
whole den and any family members they chose to bring along. Alan was also in 
attendance with a couple of cubs from his den, In addition to a hot-dog cookout and a 
rip-roaring kick ball game, we managed to string a wire antenna high enough and pump 
enough battery powered RF into it to make several contacts, including a QSO with 
another club scout den in Thunder Bay, Canada. You and I know that Thunder Bay is 
only in Ontario - an easy chip shot on 40-meters — but to the cubs and their non-ham 
parents, this was exciting DX. The outing was a great success for both scouting and 
ham radio, but I would not even have attempted it were it not for the contagious ~ 
enthusiasm and support of N3EHD. | 


In addition to numerous other activities of the ilk described above, his career as an 
attorney with the National Labor Relations Board, and his duties as a husband and 
father of two, Alan still finds time for his first love - chasing DX. A member of the 
National Capitol DX Society, he has already worked in excess of 280 countries and has 
most of those confirmed. What is impressive about this is that he does not have a big 
gun station. He has built his impressive country total with wits, not watts. 


There is much more I could write, but I think this is enough to make my point. I 
nominate N3EHD because our hobby does not have a more effective good will

- Richard Skolnik, KB4LCS, founder and 
first president of the World Bank Amateur 
Radio Club, circulated an advance copy of 
his book, "The Wonderful World of Ham 
Radio - An Introduction for Young People," 
pointing out that it contained a number of 
stories involving Amateurs from the 
Washington DC area. He then introduced 
the main speaker, Paul van der Eijk, 
KK4HD, of The Netherlands, the current 
president of the World Bank Amateur Radio 
Club (4U1WB). 


Paul van der Eijk, KK4HD, began with 
a brief mention of the Bank’s history 
(founded at Bretton Woods NH in 1944, 
began operation at Washington DC in 1946) 
and purpose (originally economic recovery 
in post-World War II Europe, with 
emphasis shifting over the years to 
economic growth in developing countries). 


Paul described efforts, beginning in 
1985 after the Mexico City earthquake, to 
set up an Amateur Radio club at the Bank, — 
followed by years-long attempts to obtain a 
callsign for its club station from the call 
sign series allocated to the United Nations 
(with which the World Bank is affiliated) by 
the International Telecommunication 
Union. ‘The World Bank ARC and its 
callsign 4U1WB are the results of these 
efforts. 


As his final topic, Paul stressed the 
importance, from his club’s point of view, of 
emergency communications. He gave a 
colorful description, based on a personal 
experience during the "Hugo" hurricane of 
1989, of how not to behave during 
emergencies: He was first ignored, then 
rebuffed, by met operators too busy 
congratulating each other on their services 
during "Hugo" to pass welfare-wherebouts 
traffic to the US Virgin Islands.
